Enclosed are the latest clippings relating to JFK's assassination. 
One article, or I should say story of interest is the Oswald "threat" 
on the FBI story. This story made the front page of the New York 
Times. What do you make of it? The Oswald letter was destroyed some 
twelve years ago and no one knew about it but suddenly the FBI is 
admitting it once existed and was destroyed. At the same time they 
claim to know exactly what it says and it all occurs at a time when 
interest*in the Kennedy assassination has reached a new high. 

All of the articles are clearly labeled (date and publication). 
One magazine I have recently picked up I have not included. It is 
a magazine called Skeptic and the entire issue is devoted to JFK's 
murder. It is titled, "Who Killed JFK?" and it is special issue 
number 9. It presents pros and cons and is made up of reprints from 
other publications. It includes : An interview with Bernard Fensterwald; 
a reprinted portion of David Belin's You are The Jury : a reprint of 
Robert Sam Anson's article from the New Times of April 18,1975; an 
article from the L.A. Time s entitled "Discounting The Critics" by 
W. David Slaws on and Richard M. Mosk; a new article by Fred T. Newcomb 
and Perry Adams called "Did Someone Alter The Medical Evidence"; a 
reprint from the Washington Star titled "THe Dis enters Ask Too Much" 
by James Kilpatrick; a reprint of "Finishing The Commission's Unfinished 
Business" by Sylvia Meagher from Esquire of 1966; there is a summary 
of attempted assassinations and successful assassinations of presidents; 
and alist of books on the assassination of JFK (W hitewash I and II 
are mentioned as is Presumed Guilt y). I couldn't copy the whole thing 
and I could not afford to buy another copy at the time'. If it seems 
like it would be of interest to you Skeptic is available at well 
stocked magazine racks. It is published by Forum for Contemporary 
History Inc., 812 Anacapa Street, Sanya Barbara , Calif. 93101. 

I have no confirmation, but I have heard CBS will air a 
special on assassinations (JFK,RFK and MLK) in November. I do know 
Lee Townsend of CBS is working on a major RFK story. I also know 
CBS went to court to get the police files oi the RFK case. On JFK's 
murder, CBS has usually agreed with the official story. In resent 
months CBS tried to buy the rights to Ford's Portrait of An Assassin. 

So, I have no clue what CBS will conclude. 

I'm sorry to say I did not get T he National Enquirer with the 
100,000 dollar reward offer. I was going to buy it just t os end to you 
but I figured it was the last story you would be interested in seeing. 
The article said the Enquirer would pay 100,000 dollars for information 
leading to a conviction. The offer is good through September 1976. 

One other item: David Susskind has taped two prolonged panel 
discussions on the question, "W ho Killed JFK ?." Participants include 
David Belin,Wesley Liebler and Allard Lowenstein. Check your local 
listing. The first part will air here September 21st (since I am 
writing this a few days before it airs, I have no other information 
on it). I have seen a Tomorrow Show and A Firing Line devoted to the 
RFK murder . . 

Jerry looked for more information to send you but as of 
this writing he has been unsuccessful in finding anything else. I hope 
what I have gathered here is of some help to you. I will continue to 
send you articles in the future. Best of luck to you.
